As  T.  R.  Lowell  once  wrote,  “Nothing  is  as  rare  as  a  day  in  June,”  and  indeed,  for  the 
graduates  sitting  here  today,  this  particular  day  in  June  is  rare  and  priceless.  Today  is  a 
turning  point  in  our  lives,  marked  by  both  joy  and  sadness.  It  is  sad  to  leave  those  people 
with  whom  we  have  spent  nearly  one  third  of  our  lives  laughing,  crying,  or  talking,  yet  it  is 
in  essence  a  happy  day,  a  day  to  celebrate,  because  all  of  us  here  are  winners,  winners  who 
have  braved  and  conquered  the  challenges  of  high  school  and  of  adolescence.

You’ll  join  the  high  fliers  who  soar  to  high  heights.  You  won’t  lag  behind,  because  you’ll  have  the  speed.  You'll  pass  the  whole  gang  and  you’ll  soon  take  the 
lead.  Wherever  you  fly,  you’ll  be  best  of  the  best.  Wherever  you  go,  you  will  top  all  the  rest.  Except  when  you  don’t.  Because,  sometimes,  you  won’t.  I’m 
sorry  to  say  so  but,  sadly,  it’s  true  that  Bang-ups  and  Hang-ups  can  happen  to  you.  You  can  get  all  hung  up  in  a  prickly  perch.  And  your  gang  will  fly  on. 
You'll  be  left  in  a  Lurch.  You'll  come  down  from  the  Lurch  with  an  unpleasant  bump.  And  the  chances  are,  then,  that  you’ll  be  in  a  Slump.  And  when  you're 
in  a  Slump,  you’re  not  In  for  much  fun.  Gn-slumping  yourself  is  not  easily  done  . . .  (But)  somehow  you’ll  escape  all  that  waiting  and  staying.  You’ll  find  the 
bright  places  where  Boom  Bands  are  playing  . . .  On  and  on  you  will  hike.  And  I  know  you’ll  hike  far  and  face  up  to  your  problems  whatever  they  are  . .  .  And 
will  you  succeed?  Yes!  You  will,  indeed!  (98  and  %  percent  guaranteed.)  KID,  YOG'LL  MOVE  MOGNTAINS! 

And  as  I  look  out  onto  all  your  faces  today,  I  am  filled  with  utmost  feelings  of  hope  and  optimism,  because  I  know  we  will  move  mountains!  I  can  see  the 
smiles  of  my  classmates  who  will  soon  be  joining  the  work  force,  or  going  Into  the  military,  or  moving  on  to  further  education.
